Poet's Memory Lives. 

The eaylDg "Christmas comes but 
once a year" Is attributed to Thomas 
] TuBser, a medieval poet (ISUt lSSU), 
, who seems to have been strong on 
{ epigrams. The same idea may have 
occurred to others, but Tusser gavu 
it expression. He was classed as an 
agricultural poet, partly because he 
had not much education and partly 
hcciiUBe he treated simple themes, 
which he undertstood in 'a plain and 
Biinple way. Tuusor had an ear for 
music, and served to order as chor- 
ister in some churches of his day. 
His first publication was entitled 'A 
Hundred (iood I'dints of Husband- 
rie, and later he piibllHhed A Hun- 
dred (Jood I'oints 111 Husbaiidi ii- Lule- 
ly Married I nto a Hundred (Jood 
I'oints of Hou.iew ifery, ■ and still later 
this wa.s ainiilitied into ' Kiv.' Hun- 
dred (Jood I'oints of HuKbaiuIr: I'nit- 
eil to as Many of (Iood Housewifery," 
Iti'prints of these boks are si ill ex- 
tant witban autobiography of the au- 
thor in verse. Southey, himself a 
critical poet, characterized 'I'u.-ser as 
"a Kodd, honest, homely, uatiful Old 
rhymsler." Koine of Tusser'S 
have passed into proverba.
